Bells Universal 
Yuletide Symbols

nation has its individual 
j symbols of Christm as: In England 
: there is the Yule log. in France the 
candles and in Holland the wooden 
1 shoe. 
But throughout the entire 
workl there is one universal symbol, 
the bells of Christmas. 
This is strange because bells were 
not associated with the church until 
at least 400 A. D. when Paulinus, an 
Italian bishop, installed them in his 
church. Some bell authorities claim 
th at Pope Sabinianus gave us the 
first church bells in 604. 
The custom has grown until there 
is perhaps no use of church bells so 
widely known in C hristian countries 
as the ringing of the chimes to h er­ 
ald the event of the birth of Christ. 
From huge cathedrals to tiny coun­ 
try churches, from the frozen arctic 
to the sunny tropics, the bells peal 
forth each Christm as season an old, 
old story of "Peace on E arth. Good 
Will to Men.” 
America’s very national existence 
is wrapped up in the priceless Lib­ 
erty bell at Philadelphia, and cer­ 
tainly no one can say th a t bell music 


isn’t the most democratic music in j 
: the world. 
In recent years the ancient bell j 
has “grown up" into the carillon, a 
highly sensitive instrum ent on which j 
Christm as carols seem to find their 
most perfect expression.

Unreasonably slow driving speeds 
on the highway are more and more 
being recognized as a traffic menace 
by legislators and already twenty- 
two states have adopted minimum- 
speed laws, according to an official 
of the Gettysburg Motor club. 
"Although in the past most atten­ 
tion was centered on high-speed 
driving, law'-inakers are becoming 
increasingly 
concerned 
with 
the 
problem caused by the so-called 
"Sunday drivers" who are content 
to move along the highway at a lit­ 
tle better than a snail’s pace. 
“The dawdling drivers not only 
interfere with the efficient move­ 
ment of traffic, but they also cause 
an 
important 
accident 
hazard. 
Traffic moving at a normal speed 
must swing out and around the low- 
gear driver, one of the most danger­ 
laden of all driving maneuvers. 
“The laws that have been adopted 
to curb this nuisance follow three 
general 
patterns. 
Twelve 
states 
provide that no one shall drive a 
vehicle so slowly as to Impede traf­ 
fic, with penalties being generally 
the same as for speeding 
Six .states 
stipulate that driving speed shall be 
neither greater nor less than is 
reasonable and prudent. I* our other 
states merely require that slow- 
moving traffic shall keep to the right 
and not interfere with traffic ap­ 
proaching from the rear.

He reported th a t she had learned 
to chew, lo clasp a glass and drink 
and to stan d alone, but could not. 
speak. 
"T he things she does now th a t she j 
h as not done before are for th e m ost 
part 
elem entary 
activities 
eon- j 
lingent m ainly upon better physical ; 
h ealth , involving m ore organic co- j 
ordination and energy,” he added, J 
attrib u tin g her progress to th e in- I 
creased atten tio n she bari received-] 
in a private hom e since her rem oval t 
from the F ayette county home. 
T he sociologist, who will report. I 
on the case at the A m erican socio­ 
logical m eeting Decem ber 29 in D e­ 
troit, said Alice’s lack of am bition 
apparently was caused by a lack of 
train in g during her years in th e I 
bedroom, where she C.y in a broken 
rocking chair, 
Alice was crippled, em aciated and ' 
unable to talk w hen she was found, j, 
but physician., had expressed the 
belief she would be norm al w ithin a 
year.
